IS there a dining- table in the civi- 
lized world that knows not the 
potato?- Carlyle once declared that 
"the biggest gold nugget ever found 
was never half so uBeful to the 
world as one good mealy pouto." 
And yet the potato had a hard fight 
-ior recognition* „ 

It ia probable that this was ori- 
ginally an American plant, but its 
use became universal through its. 
adopt ion as an article of food in , 
Europe. Who introduced it into t 
Europe? There are many 'claim- 
ants for the honour. Some sayr 
that.it was the naturalist Ciusitts 
who planted the tuber in the Bo-, 
tanical Gardens at Vienna in 15S8; 
but the Spaniards tell ai different 
story, for their records say that 
the plant was brought from South 
America into Spain in 1580. They 
declare that it was taken from Spain 
into Italy and Belgium, and that It 
was from a Belgian that CIubius ob- 
tained his roots. 

There are other stories to be 
heard, however. Sir John Hawkins, 
on rcLurning from Santa Te Jti.l5tf3j 
had with him some potatoes, but it 
is more than probable that they 
were yams or "sweet potatoes," the 
same that Columbus described as 
"not unlike chestnuts in flavour." 
Sir Walter Raleigh is said to have 

f;ot the real potato from Virginia 
n 1SS6, but his claim h disputed, 
and it is asserted that tic genuine 
"Irish" potato la a native of Chile, 
Tradition says that S'r Francis 
Drake made a present of some pota- 
to roots to Raleigh, who planted 
them In his garden in County Cork 
In 1594, but. Ft is not until 1010 that 
we have any authentic record of 
potatoes In Ireland, In 1597 a book 
on herbal medicine was written by 



Gerard, the frontispiece Jlq which 
was a portrait of the author, hold- 
ing a potato in his hand. 

When potatoes were first used for 
food, it was the "seed" or "apple" 
that was used, and it was some time 
before the tuber was found to be the 
most delicious food. Up to the end 
of the seventeenth century ihc pota- 
to was out of the reach of people 
of moderate' incomes. It is record- 
ed that in 1<&! potatoes were sold 
at is. a pound' in the London mar- 
kets, but the sale was .small, be-, 
cause so* mitny people believed that 
the potato caused leprosy and fever. 
Others declared that they jvcre en- 
dangering, their souls iL-ihey aic 
the potato, since the tuber was \not 
mentioned in the Iliblc. 

The late Duke of Argyll, in his 
history of Scotland, says that liiilc 
or nothing was known of the. pota- 
to in Scotland until long past the 
middle of the eighteenth century, 
The Duchess of Uuccleueh, In her 
"Household Book" for the year 
1701, speaks of- thV potato as "an 
esculent of great rarity." 

Hugh Miller, in his "Schools and 
School masters," said" that bis ma- 
ternal grandfather,^ about the year 
1740, used to bring home in his, 
pocket some three or four potatoes 
na great rarities grown by the gen* 
try, for he was a friend of the head 

fardener at Bainagown Castle, 
'nomas Carlyle tells us that his, 
father got possession of four pota- 
toes, and knew so lllllc about them 
that he hid them away for a pos- 
sible time of want, and that pota- 
toes were saved to lie eaten at Hal- 
lowe'en. There is no doubt that the. 
Irish were the first people to recog- 
nize the value of the potato as a 
staple article of food,

the Colonel) is a large one, accom- 
modating something like five thou- 
sand natives, who are all engaged on 
, the Crown Deep Mine, When you 
get off the street car. you are faced 
with something thai looks like a 
square of blank walls, some twelve 
feet high, with little air slits run- 
ning around the top. One can liard- 
ly realize that inside these squares, 
which are attached to every mine on 
the Rand, there are thousands of 
human beings (something like ivto 
hundred and 6fty thousand' along 
the Reef alone). You walk around, 
and find tbe narrow entrance to the 
Compound, and immediately inside 
you cud a veritable bee hive of life. 

Visiting Day 

Sunday is visiting day, and the 
only chance these natives have oE 
seetog each other for any length of 
time, so Sunday i? a day of days. 

The meeting was to be held in 4 
comer of the Compound, On tlte 
way thither one could not help but 
notice' the varied kinds of boys, and 
the various colours of clothing 
worn. The costumes of some eould 
have been put in one's waistcoat 
pocket. Others with blankets wrap- 
ped around, seemed as if they want- 
ed to live as near Nature as pos- 
sible Some were in the latest style 
of dresa, up-to-date suits, footwear 
and headgear. Others seemed as if 
they must have been delving En every 
second-band shop in Johannesburg 
to get their equirements met. as they 
had cast-off suits, which once 
adorned postmen, soldiers, police- 
men, street ear men; in fact, every 
kind imaginable, and right proud 
the wearers were of them. 

Then the tribes represented were 
too many for mention. Zulus, Msu- 
Eos. Shangaans, Swi^is, etc., etc. 
One-noticed the industry of some, 
T&ere were sewing machines (Sing- 
er's at that) dotted here and there, 
with raw natives busy at the mend- 
tag of their wardrobes; putting red 
patches in blue trousers, blue patches 
m wbise trousers.

There must have been about one 
thousand natives in and around the 
ring when tlie meeting commenced, 
and almost 10 a man tliey were on 
their knees during the prayers', 
' How anxious the Commissioner, 
Brigadier Clark (th&i Divisional 
Commander), and the Native Offic- 
ers were that no matter of what 
tribe or tongue these natives werej 
they should hear the message in 
their own tongue; hence sometimes 
two interpreters were at work to- 
gether. 

Sis Soldiers were enrolled, each 
receiving a new name— viz,: James, 
Simeon, Isaiah, Samuel, Thomas, 
Zephaniah, In giving the new 
names, the Commissioner gave per- 
sonal counsel and blessing to each. 

Present at this meeting was a Na- 
tive Sergeant, who some time ago 
.went as the only Salvationist to 
work on a mine where there was no 
Salvation Army, and was our only 
representative. Nothing deterred, 
and with a passion for souls, he 
started holding meetings. God bless- 
ed him, and to-day in that Com- 
Eound there is a Society of^ saved 
oys, all on fire for God and the 
souls of tht'ir comrades. , 

The call for Officers in the Mis- 
sion Field is coming from all direc- 
tions as a result of the faithful wit' 
nessing of many of these boys, who, 
after leaving the Compounds. on the 
mines after the expiration'of their 
contracts, . have gone to , their 
kraals, villages, and homes In alt 
parts of thisco.untry, but have taken 
God and Salvation Army principles 
with them and lived them, 

A 'Glad Sight 

After enrolling these six Soldiers, 
the Commissioner commissioned 
nine. Local Officers, also charging 
them to keep the trust committed to 
them. Then he gave a short address 
on "Coming to the Light," and 
when the appeal was made for Bur- 
renders,' there was a sight which 
could not help but make us realize 
how near the Holy Spirit was, and 
hocr He had been backing home tbe 
messages of Satvation.
